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CHAPTER  I 

BIOGRAPHY,  ITS  USE  AND  VALUE 

In  writing  this  paper,  it  is  the  intention  of  the  writer  to  pre- 
sent a list  of  biographies  suitable  to  students  in  the  secondary  school 
as  reading  for  American  history.  It  is  here  desired  to  show  the  value  of 
the  use  of  biography  in  American  history  courses.  This  purpose  does  not 
intimate  that  the  writer  accepts  or  approves  the  biographical  approach  to 
the  study  of  history,  'which  in  past  years  was  widely  acclaimed,  but  which 
is  now  almost  obsolete. 

Of  biography.  Sir  Sidney  Lee  says. 

Biography  exists  to  satisfy  a natural  instinct 

in  man  the  commemorative  instinct  

the  universal  desires  to  keep  alive  the  memories 
of  those  who,  by  character  and  exploits,  have 
distinguished  themselves  from  the  mass  of  man- 
kind. 1/ 

History  and  Biography 

Alberg  states  in  regard  to  history,  biography 

constitutes  an  important  part  of  history.  In 
fact  history  without  biography  would  be  some- 
thing like  rest  without  relaxation,  food  with- 
out flavor,  and  almost  like  romance  without 
love.  2/ 

History,  as  defined,  may  be  called  the  study  of  mankind.  Biogra- 
phy is  handing  down  to  future  ages  the  history  of  individual  men  or  women 
to  transmit  enduringly  their  characters  and  exploits.

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Becker  says, 


History  is  a network  of  biographies,  for  it 
is  made  by  the  lives  of  men.  1/ 

Similar  thoughts  in  regard  to  biography  are  expressed  by  others . 

Biography  therefore  seizes  upon  man  as  a human 
being.  It  recalls  to  us  the  fact  that  history 

is  the  study  of  man  It  furnishes  history 

at  low  reader  resistance.  2/ 

A third  value  of  the  reading  of  biography  is 
the  ability  it  gives  us  to  understand  history 
the  whole  story  of  man,  3/ 

In  studying  history,  one  of  the  most  important  sources  is  books. 
Therefore,  the  pupil  must  be  able  to  read.  The  ability  to  read,  however, 
is  not  in  itself  sufficient.  It  is  the  rightful  intention  of  each  teacher 
that  every  pupil  will  find  pleasure  in  the  study  of  his  particular  subject. 
Too  often  history  is  thought  of  by  the  student  as  a necessary  evil.  This 
is  unnecessary,  but  yet  it  appears  to  be  true.  Frequently  history  is  re- 
garded as  a textbook  filled  with  dull  facts  and  dates.  To  remedy  this 
situation,  the  reading  program  must  be  made  more  flexible  and  interesting. 

It  has  been  the  habit  of  many  teachers,  both  in  the  past  and  at 
the  present  time,  to  eliminate  nearly  all,  or  all,  collateral  reading  from 
courses  of  study.  This  has  been  based  on  various  reasons.  Some  of  these 
are  as  follows: 

1.  There  is  not  sufficient  time  along  writh  the  -work  of  the 
textbook. 

2.  A scarcity  of  reference  books. 

3.  Collateral  reading  causes  confusion.

Of  these  reasons  perhaps  the  only  valid  one  is  the  scarcity  of 
books.  At  the  present  time,  however,  even  this  excuse  seems  doubtful. 

With  few  exceptions  the  school  library  or  the  public  library  is  found  to 
contain  ample  and  varied  material  for  this  reading. 

The  reasons  for  collateral  reading  in  the  history  program  are 

numerous  and  carry  great  weight. 

Instruction  confined  to  a single  text  fails  to 
develop  one  of  the  fundamental  aims  of  social 
studies  teaching,  the  ability  to  discriminate 

and  to  think  critically A wide  reading 

program  is  necessary  to  supply  fuller  informa- 
tion than  is  possible  from  texts  alone,  to  human- 
ize and  vivify  the  characters  and  events  of  his- 
tory, to  allow  for  that  range  of  individual 
differences  in  a class,  as  well  as  to  develop 
critical  thinking.  2/ 

According  to  Try on, 

Two  valid  objectives  in  good  history  teaching 
which  require  the  use  of  collateral  reading  . . . 
are  to  create  a life  interest  in  the  subject 
of  history  and  to  establish  a permanent  taste 
for  substantial  historical  reading.  3/ 

In  speaking  of  biography  as  good  collateral  reading,  Horn  states, 
biographies 

are  not  merely  helpful  but  essential  in  the 
study  of  social  studies,  and  they  are  right- 
fully included  among  collateral  reading 

at  all  levels  of  instruction.  U/

Concerning  the  validity  of  the  use  of  biography,  it  is  now  a 
fact  established  by  the  educational  psychologists  that  things  encountered 
in  a pleasant  atmosphere  will  be  more  easily  fixed  in  the  mind  and  the 
period  of  retention  will  be  longer. 

Pleasure  in  Biography 

That  biography  may  become  an  enjoyable  pastime  is  based  on  some 
of  the  ideas  given  below.  Biography  has  been  found  to  make  history  more 
real  and  meaningful,  an  excellent  means  of  obtaining  information,  and  a 
stimulant  for  the  pupil  to  greater  interest.  In  many  instances  it  gives 
the  pupil  a new  point  of  vie?;  and  acquaints  him  with  some  of  the  fine  books 

y ' 

which  have  been  written  for  him. 

Concerning  the  style  of  biographical  writing,  Olcott  believes, 

History  and  its  complement,  biography,  contain 
the  essential  qualities  that  in  other  forms  of 
writing  delight  children  and  draw  them  to  read.  2/ 

Haines  says, 

A good  biography  is  a worthy  companion,  guide, 

and  friend  Biography  is  the  easiest  and 

the  most  natural  bridge  from  fiction  to  fact, 
especially  for  young  people.  3/ 

Apart  from  the  style  of  biography,  however,  there  are  other  rea- 
sons for  its  appeal  to  the  student. 

Man's  chief  interest  is  man  and  his  environment,  h/

is  the  record  of  life,  and  life  is  the  one  su- 
preme thing  that  interests  us  because  we  all 
have  to  live  it.  2/ 

The  human  being  is  the  center  of  man's  universe,  and  being  the 


center,  it  attracts  the  most  attention.  Persons  of  all  ages  are  concerned 


with  those  about  them.  There  is  a sense  of  reality  in  biography.  There 
is  nothing  so  interesting  to  people  as  people.  " personality  is  the 


most  important  thing  in  the  world  and,  nuzzling  through  it  must  ever  be, 

3/ 

we  must  try  to  understand  it." 


There  is  a natural  inclination  of  people, 
a curiosity  and  interest  of  human  kind,  which 
seeks  to  know  the  reasons  why  men  rise  from 
the  multitudes  to  positions  of  leadership  and 
dominance,  h/ 


"Whatever  may  be  thought  of  this  or  that  spe- 
cific use  of  biography  or  of  the  materials  for 
biography,  history  for  schools,  without  empha- 
sis upon  the  personal  element,  is  in  a large 
sense  .....  'an  empty  stage. ’ 9/ 

Thus  the  personal  approach  to  history  can  be  made  an  intriguing 
one  to  students.  It  nearly  always  creates  interest  and  motivates  the  study 

y 

of  the  student.

The  smallest  child  takes  the  human  view  of 
things  and  likes  to  know  what  men  did,  so 
far  as  it  is  within  his  capacity.  And  grey 
age  can  never  be  satiated  with  the  variety 
of  problems  that  can  never  be  solved.  1/ 

society  is  simply  individuals  in  mu- 
tual interaction,  and  accordingly,  any  real- 
istic account  of  social  processes  must  be 
harmoniously  associated  with  some  theory  of 
personality  development.  2/ 

Biography  is  commonly  filled  with  brave  deeds,  mysteries,  adven- 
tures, and  swift  moving  actions  which  make  for  enjoyable  as  vrell  as  inform- 
ative reading.  It  has  always  been  a delightful  and  fascinating  bit  of 
3/ 

relaxation.  Today  especially  we  find  that  more  and  more  biographies  are 
being  written,  and  they  are  now7  written  in  a very  interesting  manner  for 

V 

young  people  and  are  no  longer  dull  and  full  of  drudgery. 


Biography  and  Motivation 

In  providing  a more  pleasurable  activity  for  the  student,  it  is 
believed  that  biography  will  act  as  a means  of  motivation  and  stimulation. 
Bradford  maintains, 

After  all,  the  most  important  thing  in  the  edu- 
cation of  children  is  to  get  their  minds  working, 
to  stimulate  their  interest.  And  is  there  any 
subject  in  the  world  that  more  arouses  the  child 
than  the  story  of  men's  and  women's  lives?  'Alio 
did  these  great  things  that  we  are  asked  to  study

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about?  Who  thought  great  thoughts  and  fought 
great  fights  and  did  great  services  to  human- 
ity, and  how  did  they  do  it  and  why  did  they 
do  it?  Tell  us  about  it  and,  above  all,  tell 
us  how  we  can  do  the  same  thing,  or  something 
of  the  same,  and  why  in  the  world  should  we 
not.  1/ 

As  Kemp  says,  biography  is  "intended  to  stimulate  investigation 

y 

and  thought,  rather  than  to  state  details." 

It  will  stimulate  further  reading.  For  example,  in  the  biography 
of  Henry  Clay,  by  Mayo,  John  Adams  is  severely  criticized.  The  pupil  may 
well  ask  himself  if  this  criticism  is  just.  In  textbooks  he  is  frequently 

referred  to  as  a moderately  good  president.  The  pupil  may  wonder what 

of  his  monarchial  trends,  his  Alien  and  Sedition  laws?  Was  there  justifi- 
cation for  them?  This  will  encourage  the  reader  to  look  further  into  the 
life  of  John  Adams. 

By  encouraging  the  reading  of  biography,  sub- 
jects, movements,  and  events  may  be  better  in- 
terpreted and  understood  by  students  in  the 
schools.  3/ 

At  this  time  it  may  be  well  to  give  special  attention  to  the  slow 
pupil.  Generally  speaking,  the  bright  student,  with  the  proper  motivation, 
will  resort  to  the  more  arduous  task  of  detailed  reference  books.  This  is 


0 


seldom  true  of  the  slowr  pupil  who  needs  greater  inducement  to  study.  When 
confronted  with  a thick  reference  book,  he  will  often  become  discouraged  and 
promptly  discard  it,  thereby  receiving  no  benefit.  However,  if  a biography, 
written  as  an  interesting  novel  is  presented  to  him,  he  is  more  prone  to  ac- 
cept it  and  upon  reading  the  first  chapter,  will  frequently  become  engrossed 
in  the  book.  A girl  is  interested  in  nursing,  so  a teacher  suggests  the

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story  of  Clara  Barton,  by  Mildred  Pace,  a short  and  most  interesting  biog- 
raphy. Unconsciously  the  reader  will  absorb  some  facts  of  the  Civil  War 
and  the  times  of  this  period,  as  well  as  information  about  the  nursing 
profession.  It  is  this  type  of  information  which  will  be  retained  by  her, 
rather  than  much  of  the  memory  v.rork  contained  in  her  text.  As  Alberg  says, 
"Biograohy  also  simplifies  history  by  focusing  movements  in  the  struggles 

y 

of  one  man."  It  is  our  desire  to  simplify  each  subject  for  pupils,  and 
here  biography  seems  to  make  precisely  that  opening. 

Biography  and  Character 

Arriving  at  other  benefits  to  be  derived  through  the  use  of  biog- 
raphy as  a supplement  to  history,  the  character  must  not  be  neglected.  It 
is  the  earnest  endeavor  of  teachers  to  instill  in  students  a high  moral 
stability.  Of  this  Lennon  says,  "the  life  histories  of  men  and  women  who 
have  moved  the  race  forward  have  furnished  our  best  examples  of  noble 

y 

conduct," 

Steinberg  believes, 

The  history  teacher  should  acquaint  the  student 
with  those  great  spirits  wrho  have  stood  above 
the  rank  and  file  of  mankind  in  their  character, 
their  thoughts,  their  activities,  and  their 
achievements.  History  should  introduce  these 
exceptional  individuals  to  the  students  as 
friends  to  be  cherished.  3 / 

Kemp  maintains  that  there  is  a persistent  and  powerful  effect  of 
personal  influence  over  the  formation  of  character.  "If  we  walk  with  those

The  ultimate  aim  of  the  study  of  biography  is  "character  as  a 

1/ 

working  energy  in  the  daily  life  of  the  pupil."  It  is  important  to  note 


that  for  this  reason  some  biographies  might  well  be  disregarded.  The  write:f 
believes  that  Holbrook's  ETHAN  ALLEN  falls  into  this  category.  It  is  not 
the  actions  which  are  to  be  deplored,  but  the  obscene  language,  which,  for 
the  secondary  student,  in  the  eyes  of  the  writer,  has  no  justification. 

The  writer  does  not  wish  to  say  that  biographies  should  exclude  actions 
which  are  not  of  the  noblest  kind.  To  the  contrary,  for  discriminating 
purposes,  as  previously  mentioned,  the  entire  life  of  a person  should  be 
depicted.  Biographies  must  be  true  pictures,  not  shaped  to  present  a 

3/ 

pleasant  picture  to  the  student.  Lee  says  that  candour  is  important  in 
biography.  Both  good  and  evil  of  a man  must  be  told.  Care  must  be  taken 

if/ 

not  to  transmit  the  personality  incorrectly  in  one's  candour. 

This  provides  opportunity  for  the  pupil  to  evaluate  the  actions 

of  men.  It  enables  him  to  take  advantage  of  the  mistakes  of  others,  and 

thus  we  are  interested  in  their  lives  in  order  to  shape  our  own.  Biography 

"teaches  us  to  understand  the  lives  and  motives  of  others  and  nothing  is 

1/ 

more  helpful  to  us  in  living  our  own." 


Biography  and  Social  Institutions 

Although  biography  is  centered  about  the  life  of  one  individual.

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according  to  Wesley,  "The  biography  of  a significant  person  will  inevitably 

1/ 

throw  light  upon  the  life  and  society  in  which  he  lived."  Biography 

.....  is  the  meeting  and  harmonious  mingling 
of  both  forces,  the  spirit  of  the  par- 

ticular man  and  the  general  spirit  of  his  age 
or  nation.  2/ 

The  culture,  customs,  and  mores  of  a country  are  now  considered 
important  parts  of  its  history.  This  is  evident  in  the  space  alloted  these 
topics  in  the  modern  text.  For  example,  in  Faulkner  and  Kepner  is  found  a 

27 

whole  unit  dedicated  to  this  topic.  Is  it  not  more  beneficial  to  learn  of 
these  customs  in  their  own  peculiar  settings,  rather  than  as  mere  isolated 
facts  as  related  in  texts? 

Another  consideration  due  biography  is  its  implication  in  the 
racial  problem.  A problem,  so  pronounced  in  the  history  of  our  country 
that  it  is  scarred  by  war,  and  even  to  this  day  is  unsettled. 

In  history  vre  promote  inter  group  and  interracial  ideas  or  atti- 
tudes which  deal  with  individuals  and,  therefore,  we  should  read  about 

V 

individuals.  Biography  is  a very  useful  Implement  for  intercultural  under- 
standing. A student,  who  may  have  never  known  a colored  person,  may  be 
greatly  prejudiced  against  the  entire  Negro  race  with  no  foundation  for 
this  dislike.  It  might  well  benefit  him  to  read  Vehanen’s  MARIAN  ANDERSON, 
a most  inviting  story  of  one  of  America’s  most  brilliant  singing  stars.

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In  passing  we  might  here  take  time  to  mention  the  part  which 


biograohy  can  play  in  guidance  and  vocations.  Through  reading,  one  creates 

y 

life  interests  and  permanent  tastes.  Reading  the  lives  of  a variety  of 
persons,  the  student  is  apt  to  discover  a subject  which  becomes  very  inter- 
esting to  him.  It  may  cause  him  to  look  into  it  further  and  eventually 
follow  it  up.  Possibly  this  particular  field  would  never  have  aroused  the 
interest  at  all  if  it  wrere  not  for  the  book  which  he  read.  The  writer  does 
not  wish  to  say  that  biography  plays  an  outstanding  part  in  vocational  se- 
lections, but  merely  that  it  is  possible  it  would  be  helpful. 

The  Authenticity  of  Biography 

The  best  history  or  biography  is  that  which 
comes  as  near  as  possible  to  reproducing  the 
event  or  the  person  as  in  life.  2/ 

As  Thayer  continues,  never  fear  that  biography  can  be  too  life- 

37 

like.  Fossil  biography  cannot  serve  for  true  biography. 

In  speaking  of  the  so-called  "new  biography,"  Wilson,  in  1930, 
stated  that  it  contains  much  contradiction  of  truth.  There  is  apt  to  be 
over-emphasis,  and  it  is  often  imaginative,  over-dramatized,  containing 
errors  of  judging  men  of  past  eras  by  the  mores  of  today.  Yet  the  biogra- 
phers of  the  modern  school  are  searching  more  and  more  for  accuracy,  empha- 
sizing the  human  aspect,  reflecting  the  rise  and  researches  of  psychology 
and  sociology.  "The  new  style,  which  proceeds  from  particulars  to  general- 
ities, when  combined  with  accuracy  produces  a tool  of  remarkable

strength  for  the  use  of  the  intelligent  teacher  of  history."

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The  writer  does  not  believe,  by  any  means,  that  all  biography  of 
the  present  day  is  accurate  and  authentic.  However,  after  some  rather 
diligent  research,  it  is  her  belief  that  the  biographies  of  today,  in  the 
great  majority,  are  of  a more  accurate  nature  than  those  written  in  the 
earlier  part  of  the  century.  It  is  to  be  agreed  that  various  authors  offer 
different  iaeas  on  men  and  the  situations  in  which  they  were  immersed.  In 
the  opinion  of  the  writer,  these  differences  may  be  used  to  the  best  advan- 
tage by  the  teacher  in  providing  an  opportunity  for  student  research,  criti- 
cism, and  evaluation  — important  items  in  the  study  of  history. 

Stevenson  maintained  that  it  is  better  to  wait  a number  of  years 
after  a person's  death  before  writing  his  biographv,  for  it  is  then  easier

and  more  possible  to  use  a dispassionate  form  of  judgment  for  that  person. 
Haines  said  that  biographies  written  during  the  life  of  a person,  or  shortly 
thereafter,  are  not  of  great  value.  They  may  be  good  for  facts  and  informa- 

y 

tion  but  are  of  little  use  as  far  as  real  biography  of  the  person  goes. 

When  written  during  or  shortly  after  the  life  of  a man,  a biography  is  apt 
to  be  filled  with  sentamentality  and  concerned  with  the  pride  of  relatives 
and  friends.  After  a period  of  time  has  elapsed,  it  is  also  true  that  more 
conclusive  information  about  a man  may  be  available.  This  appears  to  be 
justified  in  the  Lincoln  papers  which  have  recently  been  uncovered  and  have  j 
thrown  greater  light  upon  his  work.  This  new  information  may  now  be  incor-  1 2 
porated  into  more  authentic  biographies  by  our  authors  of  today. 

Thus  biographies  written  recently  of  men  in  the  nineteenth  and 
early  twentieth  centuries  are  probably  of  greater  authenticity  than  those 
written  during  the  times  in  which  these  men  lived.

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Popularity  of  Biography 

In  1912  Olcott  maintained  that  few  children  read  biographies. 

Her  reasons  for  stating  this  were  the  insufficient  number  of  good  biogra- 
phies and  the  author's  presentation  which  followed  the  style  of  the  text- 

1/ 

book.  Later  Becker  states  that  children  did  not  have  to  be  coaxed  to 

y 

read  biography,  because  it  was  popular.  This  conclusion,  reached  in  1927* 

has  been  taken  up  by  Lennon  at  the  present  time,  who  believes,  if  a pupil 
realizes  a biography  is  popular,  he  will  more  readily  desire  to  read  it. 

She  suggests  that  the  teacher  point  out  to  the  pupil  that  various  magazines 
such  as.  The  Atlantic  Monthly,  The  New  Yorker,  and  The  Readers  Digest,  pub- 
lish  brief  sketches  of  prominent  men,  which  are  being  read  by  all  types  of

persons.  In  this  way  the  pupil  is  encouraged  through  mass  psychology,  a 

most  effective  instrument  in  obtaining  results.

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CHAPTER  II 
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PREVIOUS  RESEARCH  AND  PROCEDURE 


Previous  Research 

After  careful  searching,  the  writer  has  been  unable  to  find  a 
bibliography  of  biographies  which  appears  to  be  as  detailed  as  the  list 
which  she  has  compiled.  However,  there  have  been  a number  of  bibliogra- 
phies compiled  both  yearly  and  at  various  intervals. 

The  earliest  list  which  the  writer  found  was  A Guide  to  the  Study 

y 

of  American  History,  which  was  published  in  1896.  This  work  is  very  brief 
in  its  space  alloted  to  each  biography.  A list  of  books  which  is  consid- 
ered useful  in  the  study  of  American  history  is  enumerated.  A separate 
section  is  devoted  to  biography  and  is  listed  alphabetically  according  to 
the  subject  of  each  work.  The  only  given  information  is  the  title,  author, 
publisher,  and  date  of  publication.  This  work  was  followed  by  a revision, 

y 

in  1912,  which  contained  more  recent  books.  The  style  of  presentation  is 
the  same. 

The  Literature  of  American  History,  edited  by  J.  N,  Larned,  gives

more  extensive  knowledge  of  individual  biographies.  This  book  is  divided 
into  periods  of  American  history,  and  biography  is  distributed  throughout 
the  book  with  other  types  of  literature.  Information  is  given  as  follows: 
author,  title,  publisher,  date,  price,  and  a short  outline  of  the  book.

good  bibliography.  Here  again  divisions  in  American  history  are  made, 
ranging  from  colonial  times  to  1935.  Each  division  is  separated  into  fic- 
tion and  non-fiction,  biography  being  grouped  with  the  latter.  The  author 
and  title  of  each  book  is  given  with  a very  brief  synopsis  of  the  story. 

y 

Logasa's  compilation  is  an  excellent  reference.  Various  types 
of  literature  are  divided  into  sections  containing  the  author,  title,  pub- 
lisher, date,  and  a synopsis  of  each  book.  The  books  are  also  graded  in 
order  to  help  in  the  selection  of  them  for  certain  grade  levels. 

Probably  the  three  most  commonly  used,  and  most  valuable  bibliog-

raphies  of  current  times  are  The  Book  Review  Digest,  The  Children's  Catalog 


57~ 

and  The  standard  Catalogue  for  High  School  Libraries.  Each  of  these  three 


issues  a yearly  publication  containing  the  latest  books  which  they  feel  are 
worthy  of  mention. 

The  Book  Review  Digest,  perhaps  not  as  valuable  as  the  others 
mentioned,  has  its  biographies  scattered  throughout  the  volume,  but  they 
may  be  found  collectively  in  the  index.  All  information  on  a given  biog- 
raphy; such  as,  author,  title,  publisher,  and  date,  is  noted  with  two  or 
three  criticisms  of  the  book. 

In  The  Children's  Catalog  biographies  are  grouped  together  in  the

Books  in  this  Catalog  are  for  the  elementary  and  junior  high  schools  and  are 
graded  accordingly. 

The  Standard  Catalogue  for  High  School  Libraries  is  possibly  the 
most  useful  bibliography  here  mentioned.  It  is  arranged  accordingly: 

Part  1.  Arranged  alphabetically.  Use  as  an 
index  to  Part  2,  All  books  included 
in  the  Catalogue  can  be  found  here 
under  the  author,  title,  or  subject. 

The  quickest  way  of  finding  all  books 
by  one  author  or  all  material  on  a 
given  subject  is  to  look  in  Part  1 
under  author  or  subject. 

Part  2.  Arranged  according  to  the  Dewey 
Decimal  classification  with  full 
information  about  a book,  its 
publisher,  price,  and  descriptive 
note. 

It  should  be  noted  that  in  this  volume  each  biography  is  starred 
once  when  the  editor  feels  a book  is  desirable  for  a high  school  library, 
and  twice  when  it  is  a "must." 


It  must  be  here  realized,  that  this  writer  has  not  exhausted,  nor 
nearly  covered,  all  the  bibliographies  on  this  subject.  She  has  merely 
selected  those  which  seem  to  be  in  widest  use. 


Procedure  Used  In  Compiling  The  Bibliography 

Since  19U0,  when  Hannah  Logasa  completed  her  Historical  Fiction 
and  Other  Reading  References  for  Classes  in  Junior  and  Senior  High  Schools, 
there  has  been  no  follow-up  in  the  field  of  biography  in  such  a detailed 
manner  as  the  present  writer  attempts.  Thus  it  is  the  writer’s  object  to 
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fn; 


annotate  a group  of  biographies  written  since  that  time. 

When  commencing  the  research  for  this  work,  it  was  the  idea  of 
the  writer  to  select  prominent  men  in  the  history  of  our  country  whose  out- 
standing work  was  achieved  after  the  turn  of  the  twentieth  century.  This 
selection  was  to  be  based  on  lists  of  persons  in  history  texts  whose  names 

1 

were  most  frequently  mentioned.  The  references  for  this  were:  Rosenbloum,"" 

y 1/ 

Denio,  and  Yagjian.  This  plan  was  almost  immediately  rejected  as  imprac- 
tical for  two  reasons: 

1.  There  is  an  insufficient  number  of  suitable  biographies 
written  of  men  within  the  specified  time  to  warrant  a 
research  paper  on  it. 

2.  As  mentioned  in  Chapter  I,  biography  is  of  greater  value 
■when  written  a number  of  years  after  the  death  of  a person. 

Upon  discarding  this  method,  the  writer  then  chose  as  the  basis 
for  her  selection,  The  Standard  Catalogue  for  High  School  Libraries.  In 
doing  so,  the  writer  assumed  that  the  books  were  suited  to  the  secondary 
school  level.  Due  to  the  impracticability  of  attempting  to  grade  these 
books,  she  made  no  attempt  to  do  so.  The  books  chosen  from  this  Catalogue 
number  seventy-two  and  have  been  divided  into  two  categories:  individual 

biography  and  collective  biography.  Individual  biography  deals  with  the 
life  of  one  particular  person;  such  as,  Garbedian’s  THOMS  ALVA  EDISON. 
Collective  biography  includes  short  biographies  of  a number  of  men;  such  as,

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LOST  MEN  OF  AMERICAN  HISTORY,  by  Holbrook,  The  writer,  feeling  that  indi- 
vidual biography  on  the  whole  is  more  interesting  and  in  many  instances  of 
greater  value  than  collective  biography,  has  annotated  sixty  biographies  of  , 
the  first  type  and  twelve  of  the  second. 

Since  the  writer  rejected  her  first  plan  of  selecting  the  biogra- 
phies of  men  whose  names  appear  frequently  in  textbooks,  she  was  forced  to 
use  her  own  discretion  in  choosing  persons  whom  she  felt  might  be  important 
to  the  pupil  in  American  history.  The  writer  resorted  not  merely  to  states- 
men and  diplomats,  but  also  to  persons  who  have  greatly  influenced  and  con- 
tributed to  economic  and  social  aspects  of  our  history.  In  doing  this,  she 
selected  men  who  fall  into  the  following  categories:  statesmen,  militarists, 

explorers  and  colonisers,  writers,  scientists,  and  doctors,  inventors, 
religious,  capitalists,  sportsmen,  artists,  and  entertainers,  and  a few 
persons  outside  of  these  fields  mentioned,  such  as,  Paul  Revere  and  Martha 
Washington. 

Evaluating  the  biographies  contained  in  The  Standard  Catalogue  for 
High  School  Libraries,  the  writer  selected  those  which  seemed  most  informa- 
tive, pertinent,  interesting,  and  authentic.  She  then  annotated  them  in 
the  following  manner:

Arriving  at  the  collective  biography,  however,  it  was  impossible 
to  follow  this  form.  It  became  necessary,  with  a few  exceptions,  to 
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eliminate  the  Time,  Topics,  and  Story.  In  some  instances  the  writer  did 
tell  what  the  particular  book  strived  to  do. 

Here  it  might  bear  mention  that,  contrary  to  the  opinions  stated 
in  Chapter  I,  the  writer  has  selected  some  biographies  of  contemporary  per- 
sons. This  was  done  mainly  to  supplement  our  present  history  with  facts 
presented  in  an  interesting  manner.  It  must  be  remembered  that  great  inter- 
est is  stirred  by  persons  who  live  when  we  do,  and  the  military  leaders  of 
today,  especially,  will  provide  incentive  to  the  American  student  of  the 
present  time. 

The  individual  biographies  annotated  will  be  found  to  follow 
alphabetically  under  the  subject  heading  rather  than  under  the  author.  The 
collective  biographies  will  follow  alphabetically  under  the  author.  An 
index  will  be  found  immediately  following  the  annotations.
